In the War Department, 
where the rules wili be applied 
first, will be seen arithmetics, geog- 
raphies, grammars and other school 
books on the desks of clerks, who 
hope to snatch a little spare time 
in which to brush away the cob- 
webs from their brains before they 
are compelled toenter into a com- 
petitive examination for promotion 
to the positions above them. It 
has been said that the new rules 
are designed to rid the Government 
service of the Republican clerks 
who have managed to hold on to 
their offices with the aid of Civil 
Service Reform, The best men, it 
is said, will »%e promoted on their 
merits, and those who fail to get 75 
per cent.in the examination will 
have nothing to complain of, as 
they will be allowed six months in 
which to fit themselves in order to 
show that they are deserving of re- 
tention in office. ‘* Heretofore,’’ 
said an official, ‘‘there has been no 
necessity for the clerks to study. 
When thé*examinations for promo- 
tions were voluntary, many clerks 
who realized their inability to pass 
simply remaiued at their ease, sat- 
isfied with what they had. The re- 
sult was that the clerks in many 
instances became mere machines 
and gool for nothing exvept for 
certain routine work. Now they 
have to hustle around, and the effect 
will be for the good of the general 
public service.”’ 


* The Woman's Journal, of Boston, 
keeps a sharp eye on the move- 
ments of progressive and indus- 
trious women, and calls attention 
to the fact that Mrs. Gen. H. C., 
Meredith, of Cambridge City, Ind., 
was the only woman delegate atthe 
great National cattle convention, 
held in Chicago last Fall.

Department show that 6,500,426 trade 
dollars have been redeemed to date. 
The principal redemption was in Phil- 


adelph a. The law authorizing the re- 
dem ption of trade dollars has already 
been in operation oyer two months, 
and has nearly four months to run. 

It was originally estimated that there 
were about 7,000,000 of these coins in 
this country, and the redemptions 
show that the estimate is correct. Im- 
portations from China and Japan 
may swell the amount to $8,000,000.

Says the San Francisco Post of 
yesterday: The competi 
Canadiau Pacific bas resulted in 
some reductions. The pro rata re- 
adjustment of the American over- 
land lines, which was made re- 


to-day, and contains immense re- 
ductions in the rates in staple com- 
modities east-bound, and on some 
west-bound. A few of the reduc- 
tions will indicate the sweeping 
cbaracter of the changes. Hereafter 
shipments ef wool to New York or 
Boston may be made from any Pa- 


cific coast terminal point for $1 50 

r100 pounds, without regard to 
valuation. East-bound shipments 
of sugar cap be made to Missouri 
river points for 75 cepts a hundred. 
A special rate of 60 cents per 100 
pounds for corn and oats from Mis- 
sourl river points to the Pacific 
coast bas been made, Canved guods 
to the Missouri river, St. Louis and 
Chicago ere rated at 75 centsa hun- 
dred, and to New York at $1 a bup- 
dred. This i> the greatest reduction 
on the list. 

Of course the presumption is that 
the UVanadian Pacific, having been 
shut out of the ‘Transcontinental 
Association and notallowed differ- 
ential rates, will meet thiscut. Luo 
the sugar-rate war the Americau 
companies have not begun to meet 
the Canadian companies. The lo- 
cal refineries will this week ship 
nearly 9,000 barrels of sugar to Ne- 
braska by the Canadian Pacific. 
This wiil, to reach Omaha by that 
road and counecting liues, have to 
traverse 3,000 miles by rail and 
water,or nearly double the distance 
by the Central and Union Pacific, 
which run directly foverland from 
this city. The rate on this ship- 
ment is 65 cents # hundred, while 
the American-lines rate is 75 cents. 
The rate for carrying this sugar is 
two mills a ton a mile, which is out 
a fraction above the cost of baul- 
ing. : 

It bas transpired that the Can- 
adian Pacitic was shut out from dif- 
ferential rates,by the Atchison, To- 
peka & Santa Fe. The rules of the 
Transvontinentul Association re- 
quire that to secure admission the 
vote shall be unanimous. That 
road objected, because of late chat 
company bas been doing but little 
Atlantic seaboard business, and the 
granting of differential rates would 
still further injure it, 

The new rates are not yet under- 
stood in their full bearing by the 
local freight agents, as the iustruc- 
tions were only telegraphed yester- 
day, aud necessarily from this fact 
there is some doubt. Shippers, 
therefore, cunnot be expected to 
thorougbly comprehend them when 
the railroad men themselves are io 
doubt upon some poists. Ina few 
days the matter will be straightened 
out so that everybody sbaill under- 
stand them, but in the meantime it 
is well for shippers to understand 
the difference between the old rate 
and the new on the principal reduc- 
tions. Say, for instance, the rate 
on 100 pounds for manufactured 
woolens was under the old schedule, 
and from Chicago, $4; on the vew 
it will now be but 33 20 either from 
New York or Boston; 32 40 from 
Milwaukee or Cisicago; $2 20 from 
st. Luuis and $2 from Missouri 
river.

This is the eharge 
for woich we bave labored, aud 
now that it is coming every 
effort should be made to induce 
those who are beconnug interested 
in our soil and climate to make 
homes with us. An energetic im- 
migration society would not find 
its efforts unavailing. It is not nec- 
essary lo eXaggerate or draw glow- 
ing pictures of our natural re- 
sources. An honest representation 
of facts is all that is required. 
With one balf of our rich but uo- 
improved lands under cultivation, 
Nevada would be one of the most 
prosperous States in the.

Tree Planting in Nevada. 

The inauguration of Arbor Day 
in Nevada, if properly observed, 
will be of incalculable benefit to 
the State. It has been demonstrated 
by , practical test, in Egypt and 
other foreign lands where the rain 
fall is very light, that the plant- 
ing of forests have had the effect to 


bring rain, and showers are now 
of frequent occurrence where they 
were previously almost unknown. 
Kxperiments have taught our peo- 
ple that there are several kiuds of 
trees that take kindly to Nevada 
soil after they have had a start, and 
these are the varieties to set out. 
If, by any means, the raiufall can 
be increased in this State it should 
be doue witlout délay. A home 
looks barreu avd uuinviting unless 
it is graced with shade trees, and a 
farm bas the appearance of having 
been hung outto dry without some- 
thing in the shape of trees to em- 
bellish it. If our farmers would 
take more interest in this matter 
they would add greatly to the ap- 
pearance of their ranchesand atthe 
same time offer inducements to the 
powers that be to furnish the water 
to irrigate them frum the reservoirs 
of space. 
High Winds.
